Rev. Davey Bruner, the Oldest 
Baptist Minister In ' 
Kentucky. 

Rev. Davey Bruner, who had spent 
the greater part of his life in Washing¬ 
ton county, died at his home in 
Harrodaburg' last Monday afternoon, 
aged 97 years, having been born in 
Jessamine county June 21, 1909. 

He was, without a doubt, the oldest 
active minister in Kentucky, and pos¬ 
sibly the oldest in the United States. 
It is said that he had been actively 
engaged in the ministry for over 
seventy-five years. During his long 
life he personally conducted about 600 
protracted meetings and Baptised into 
the church between five and six thous¬ 
and people. It is said that he has per¬ 
formed *more marriage ceremonies than 
any othdr preacher in Kentucky, it 
being estimated that he has united to¬ 
gether the lives of over 3,000 couples. 

Rev. .Bruner built Briiner Chapel in 
Mercer county and had erected quite a 
number of other church houses in this 
section. As an exhorter he had few 
equals and was always successful in 
arousing interest in his meetings. 

The funeral occurred yesterday. Bur¬ 
ial in the Bruner grave yard near his 
home.

The private opinion was expressed 
that the utterances of the President are 
sure to start an overwhelming public 
sentiment in behalf of legislation for 
both a graduated income tax and an i 
heritance tax, such as now levied 
England.

It matters not 
whether you be posted on the market 
changes, you get the same prices for 
your produce as the man who is directly 
in touch with the market. This means 
protection to the widow and orphans— 
to the people who can’t read, write or 
spell, or to those living in the opt-of- 
way places. My sole ambition is to 
create for our county a market un¬ 
equaled anywhere, and to advance the
